to the Officers and Men ſerving under 
me; and for the particular Information 
of the Repreſentatives of the Nation, 
who haye condeſcended to think our 
Services deſerving their public Appro- 
bation of our Conduct, in the particular 


Honour of their Thanks conveyed to us 
by their Speaker. 


Manila is the Metropolis of the Phil- 
lipine Iſlands, fituated in a large Bay on 
the Iſland of Luconia, in the Latitude 14. 
40. North, Longitude 118 Eaſt, from 
London, in Poſſeſſion of the Spaniards, 


and

and maintained by the Crown of Spain, 
at the Requeſt of the Church for pro- 
pagating the Chriſtian Faith among the 
Indians, for which they have a large 
annual Allowance from Mexico, for the 
Maintenance of their public Officers and 
Clergy, and for the Support of their 
Convents: They are alſo indulged with 
Ships, built and navigated at the King's 
Expence, to bring the ſaid Allowance 
in Money: Theſe Ships go laden with _ 
Merchandize belonging to the Inhabi- 
tants (a ſtill further Indulgence allowed 
them) from Manila to Acapulca, and 
return with Money : The King's is 
regiſtered ; and the Remainder (about 
as much more) a ſmuggling Trade, and 


connived at. 


This Trade is fo very prejudicial to

China Silks, India Cottons, Spices, &c. 
for the Uſe of the People in America, 
that the Cadiz and Bayone Companies 
have frequently preſented the ſtrongeſt 
| Memorials and Remonſtrances to the 
King, ſetting forth the Damage ſuſtained 
by it, but without any Succeſs, the Church 
always getting the better of them, 


In Conſequence of Orders from Eu- 
rope to attack Manila on the War with 
Spain, the Squadron and Troops failed 
from Madras the Firſt of Auguſt, 1762, 
and arrived in the Bay of Manila the 
24th of September following ; and after 
ſummoning the Town to ſurrender, and 
receiving for Anſwer their Reſolution to 
defend it, the Troops were immediately 
landed, and began the Seige. A Breach 
being made the 6th of October, we 
ſtormed and took the City, on which 
| the

the principal Inhabitants retired into the 
Citadel, but ſenſible they could not hold 
it long; ſent out a Flag of Truce, de- 
firing to capitulate. The Terms of- 
fered were, on paying % Four Millions 
« of Dollars, they were to have their 
cc Churches, Convents, Palaces, and 
« other public Buildings, with the 
« Town preſerved, and the Plundet- 
ing ſtopped, with the free Exerciſe 
1c of their Religion, and other Liber- 
te ties; otherwiſe to be Priſoners of 
« War, and put on Board the Squadron, 
and ſent to the Coaſt of India as ſuch.”

Theſe Terms they accepted ; and, 
whilſt the $-ticles were ſettling, they 
pleaded their Inability to raiſe imme- 
diately the Sum demanded, unleſs we 
would admit the Phillipina (which was

All Things being thus agreed on, the 
plundering the Town was immediately 


ſtopped + and the City reſtored to Order, 
an Account taken of the Ordnance and 
military Stores, and the Garriſon eſ- 
tabliſned, which took up the whole of 
the Troops of the Expedition ; and the 
Place (in Obedience to his Majeſty's In- 
ſtructions) delivered up to the Eaſt India 
Company's Agent for their Uſe and Be- 


nefit, until his further Pleaſure ſhould 
be known. 4 During theſe Tranſactions

the Treaſure remaining in the Town (a 
great deal being conveyed out during the- 


Siege) was collected together, and the 
principal Inhabitants voluntarily taxed 
themſelves to pay the Remainder as far 
as two Millions; and if the Phillipina 
was not to be got at, we were to take 
Bills on the King of Spain for the other 
two Millions, which the Captain Gene- 
ral, or Viceroy (who was alſo Archbifhop) 
declared he had Authority to draw, and 

would be duly honoured. 


So ſoon as the Place was in Poſſeſſion 
of the Eaſt India Company, the Spa- 
niards perceived the King's Officers had 
no further Power over them, and there- 
fore ſtopped any further Collections 
towards the Payment ; and from the Ex- 
ceſs of Lenity hitherto ſhewn them, 
ſoon grew inſolent, broke every Part of

the Capitulation by retiring into the 
Country and joining Anda, one of the 
Royal Audience, who had taken up 
Arms, and proclaimed himſelf Captain 
General, while their Prieſts and Friars 
publicly exhorted Rebellion, and preach- 
ed it meritorious to take up Arms and 
deſtroy us. 


As feveral of the principal. Men of 
the Place were likewiſe concerned with 
him, the Captors were juſtly apprehen- 


five that little or nothing more was to 
be got by fair Means, and were willing 
to ſecure what was ſtill in their Power 
and therefore ordered their Agents to 
bring into the City what Merchandize 
was belonging to the above Men in the 
Suburbs, as a Security till they made 
good their Ranfom. But were greatly

pany's Governor had placed Guards, and 
would not ſuffer the Agents to remove 
any one Thing, by which the Captors 
loſt upwards of 200,000 Dollars. The 
Captors therefore to ſecure what little 
yet remained in their Power, gave Di- 
rections to ſeize, and diſpoſe of a Ship, 
named the Santa Nino, that lay in the 
Port of Cavita at the Time of the Town 
being taken, and placed her Produce to 
the Account of the four Million (altho' 
ſhe was not mentioned or included in 
the Capitulation.) This was the only 
Ship taken in the Port, and fold for only 
16,000 Dollars, and which the Spaniards 
have ſince artfully and jeſuitically endea- 
voured to propagate to be the Santiſſima 
Trinidad; 'tis therefore in this Place 
neceſſary to make known, that the Santiſ- 
ima Trinidad ſailed from Manila on the 
1/t of Auguſt, which was upwards of ſeven

Weeks before the Squadron arrived there, 
and had proceeded ſeveral hundred Leagues 
on her Voyage to Acapulca ; when meeting 
with a Storm ſhe was diſmaſted, and en- 
deavouring . 0 put back to refit was met with 
off the I/land of Capul by two of our Ships, 
the Panther and Argo (the two Ships that 
were detached after the Phillipina) and 
after an Engugement taken by them, above 
two hundred Miles from the Port of Ma- 
nilla, and which Ships knew nothi ng at that 
Time of the Surrender or Capitulation of 
Manila. * Theſe two Ships that were 
ſent after the Phillipina (in Conſequence 
of Intelligence obtained by a Gally we 
took in the Bay ſoon after our Arrival) 


* A Spaniſh Galleon failing from the Havannah a 
Month before the Arrival of Sir George Pocock and 
Lord Albemarle to attack that Place, and taken in her 
Paſſage to Cadiz by two Engliſh Cruizers off the Canary 
or Weſtern Iſlands, might with the ſame Degree of 
Equity be claimed by the Spaniards under their Capitu- 
lation for the Havannah.

had got as far as the Iſland of Capul, in 
their Way to Palapa, when they met 
with the Trinidad, and ſhe being much 
difabled, and having a great Number of 
Men on Board, they were obliged to re- 

turn to the Bay of Manila with her ; on 
which, as ſoon as poſſible, two Frigates 
were diſpatched again after the Phillipi- 
na, but before they could reach the 
Streights of St. Bernardino, the North- 
Faſt Monſoon was ſet in, and the 
Weather too ſtormy to paſs the Streights, 
and after ten Weeks fruitleſsly attempt- 
ing it, were obliged to return. 


The Squadron being obliged (by In- 
ſtructions on that Head) to return to the 
Cit of India for the Protection of the 

Eaſt India Company's Settlements, before 
the North-Eaſt Monſoon was expired, 
failed from the Bay of Manila the begin-

ing of March, leaving Orders with the 
Commanding Officer of the Ships left 
for the Protection of the Place, ſo ſoon 
as the South-Weſt Monſoon prevailed, 
to proceed to Palapa, in order to take 
Poſſeſſion of the Phillipina, who, on his 
Arrrival, found only the Ship, the Trea- 
ſure having been carried in ſmall Veſſels 
to the Iſland of Luconia by Orders from 
the Inhabitants of Manila, who had all. 
this Time amuſed us with the Promiſe 
of the Money of this Ship for Payment, 
and even ſent Men as Hoſtages in our 
Ships to get it, notwithſtanding they 
themſelves well knew it was removed 
from that Place. Through the Whole 
of the above Tranſactions, the Spaniardꝭ 
by Evaſions avoided complying with the 
Capitulation in every one Reſpect, ex- 
cept in the bringing in the Money from 
the Miſericordia and Ordentercara, which 

was 
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was out of their Power to ſecrete, 
They baſely and ungratefully took up 
Arms againſt us, after having their Lives 


given them. They preached publicly in 
their Churches Rebellion, and meritori- 
ous to deftroy us. 


And theſe People have ſtill further- 
more the Impudence to charge us with 
an Infringement of the Capitulation, 
and the Effrontery to claim the Santiſſi- 
ma Trinidad, which was taken above 
200 Miles from Manila by two of his 
Majeſty's Ships, who knew nothing of 
the Surrender of the Place, nor was in 
any Shape mentioned or included in the 


Capitulation, having failed on her Voyage 


ſeven Weeks previous to our Arrival, as 


may be ſeen by the Capitulation annexed 


hereto,

It is true they have given Bills on the 
King their Maſter for Part of the Ran- 


ſom, which he does not acknowledge 


they had a Right to draw, and therefore 
refuſes Payment of. But ſurely I may 
with Equity be permitted to add, that 
as he allows them a very large Sum an- 
nually for their Support, and has again 
put the Place into their Poſſeſſion, is he 
not bound in Honour and ſtrict Juſtice 
to oblige his Subjects to make good their 
ſolemn Covenant and Capitulation, hav- 
ing the Means ſo fully in his Power?
